ev idence for a new trial. 
14 Persons Called 
Althou gh 14 witnesses, inclu d­ 
ing the 12 ju rors and two addi­ 
tional persons, were called Friday 
afternoon for the hearing on the 
motion, none was qu estioned. 
An amended 
motion 
filed b y 
Ray Dav is and M. C. Seyfert, a t­ 
torneys for Mr. McCrady, con­ 
tends that G. V. Richey, of Scioto 
township, one of the ju rors “al­ 
thou gh qu estioned b y b oth cou nsel 
for the plaintiff and defendant 
herein, on his v oir dire examina­ 
tion, failed to disclose and did con­ 
ceal the fact 
that 
he, 
the 
said 
Richey, had v isited the scene of 
the accident inv olv ed in this cau se 
and did examine the highway at 
the said scene of the accident and 
saw certain tracks in said highway 
X X X x.” 
It is fu rther contended that he 
disclosed his v isit to persons of

Verdict Against McCrady 
Mr. McCrady su ed for $13,361.40. 
John McCrady, his son, was killed 
March 13, 1936 in tractor-trailer 
and au to collision on Rou te 23, 
ab ou t 12 miles north of Circlev ille. 
Mr. McCrady was riding in the 
au to. 
The trial of the case lasted 
two weeks. 
A v erdict was re­ 
tu rned in fav or of the defendant.

City. 
The p rints look like that made 
by a moccasined 
foot 
and have 
been estimated to be 475 million 
years old. 
So clear is the p rint 
that the long laces on the right 
side are p lainly visible. 
Dr. J. Stew art Williams, head 
of the geology dep artm ent of the 
Utah State Agricu ltu ral College 
exp ressed 
the 
op inion, however, 
that the p rint actu ally is a gas 
bubble w'hich has 
assu med the 
shap e of a human foot throu gh a 
freak of natu re. 
The p rint is in a Ute shale for­ 
mation of the mid-Cambrian p er­ 
iod, abou t 475,000,000 
years old, 
Dr. Williams p oints out. Although 
theories as to m an’s ap p earance 
on earth differ Dr. Williams says, 
it is generally sup p osed to have 
occurred during the Miocene p er­ 
iod. abou t one million years ago. 
"I am inclined to believe," says 
Dr. Williams, 
"th a t 
desp ite its 
sim ilarity to the hu man footp rint, 
it is a gas bubble which has as­ 
sumed the shap e of a

deny the kids of today any of th a t 
if it didn’t leave a few hundred of 
them blind or dead every year. 
There is no such thing a,s “harm ­ 
less fireworks,” and, ju st to arouse 
the protective instinct of parents, I 
feel th at some statistics are in order. 


Not So Bad Now 


Things are not as bad as they 
used to be when we had giant crack­ 
ers and dynam ite bomba and heavy 
explosives. 
But even with the apparently in­ 
nocuous fireworks of today there 
were nearly 8,000 injuries in a re­ 
cent Fourth of July. These resulted 
in 30 deaths and 57 cases of blind­ 
ness. 
Even the little sparklers are not 
harmless. One year they caused the 
death of four children, all burned in 
fires started by the harm less toys. 
W arnings of this kind are sent, 
not by hysterical joy-killers, but 
by such responsible organizations 
as the N ational Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Blindness, the American 
Museum of Safety and the National 
Fire Protective Association. 


Bulk Are Yonng 


It is young children particularly 
who make up the bulk of the cas­ 


ualties. In 3,000 cases investigated, 
817 were children between one and 
ten years of age. 
(Note th at age 
one. 
That seems pretty ghastly. 
W hat does a child of one know of 
the spirit of ’76?) Thirteen of these 
were killed. Nine who lost their lives 
were five years old, or younger. Six 
children between ten and 15 were 
killed and 797 children of th at age 
were injured. 
And in 90 per cent of the cases 
carefully investigated, it was shown 
th at the children who were injured 
were without supervision by older 
people. 
So very reasonable are the recom­ 
mendations of the National Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness: 
(1) Use no fireworks and make it 
impossible for your children to use 
fireworks before or after the Fourth 
of July. 
, 
None Safe 
(2) If you do use fireworks, do not 
perm it little children to handle them. 
There is no such thing aa safe fire­ 
works for little children. 
Deaths 
have been caused by the so-called 
harmless sparklers and by other ap­ 
parently harmless fireworks. 
The number of people who have 
been killed since 1900 in celebrating 
America’s independence anniversary 
is greater than the number of Amer­ 
ican soldiers who laid down their 
lives in the W ar for Independence. 
This warning is printed in time 
to call especial attention to the dan­ 
ger of perm itting fireworks to be 
used before the Fourth of J uly. This 
sort of bootleg celebrating is apt to 
be indulged by the child alone, and 
without the parent’s consent.

THE GARDEN CLINIC 
By MOTOR H. RIES,

QUESTION: My husband and I are having quite an argument. He 
wants to cut the leaves off the peonies now that they have finished 
blooming, and I maintain that it will prevent their blooming next year. 
W hich.one of us is right? 
ANSWER: 
I will have to admit that the man is wrong and the 
woman is right. 
You will find that if you cut the leaves off the 
peonies before fall that you will not only reduce and even prevent next 
year's bloom, but you will also severely affect the health and vigor 
of the plants. 
QUESTION: I have a number of dahlias which I have neglected to 
plant, although the roots are still sound and in good condition. Is it 
too late to plant them now *
